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examination of the type of Wood’s spccies in the British Museum 
can definitely settle the question. 

Barischivindex H. B. Baker, 1943, becomes, therefore, in our 
opinion, a synonym of Piychocochlis Simpson. 

The Type of Aperosloma Troschel 1847 

Troschel in the Zeitschrift für Malakozoologie, vol. 4, 1847, p. 
44, proposed the genus Aperostoma, naming as the examples: 
volvulus Lam., mexicanum Alenke, and blanchetianum Moricand. 
The type of the genus must of course be one of these three. 

Pfeiffer in the article immediately following states that in his 
opinion Aperostoma still embraces two heterogeneous elements, 
namely, Shells with a heavy calcareous and others with a thin, 
horny operculum. I would restrict the genus Aperostoma to the 
first i.e. those \vith a ealeareous operculum, and I would revive 
for the others Montfort^s name C 3 Tlophorus, whose type in 
Cyclostoma volvulus Müller.’’ To the two named species left in 
Aperostoma thereby he adds six more species. 

Aperostoma blanchetianum was known to have a calcareous 
operculum, and the operculum of mexicanum was unknown 
(Pfeiffer States this in Zeitschrift für INIalakozoologie, vol. 4, 
1847, pp. 103, 104), but he placed that species in Aperostoma. 

Since Pfeiffer as first reviewer restricted Aperostoma to cyclo- 
phorid mollusks having a calcareous operculum, and since 
blanchetianum is the only one of the three original species having 
such an operculum, that species should have been sclected as the 
type. 

To preserve the genus Aperostoma as it was used by the first 
revisor nearly one hundred years ago and as it has ratlier generally 
been used until quite recentl}^, wc propose to present the ease to 
the International Commission on Nomcnclature, with the request 
that thc 3 ^ rule A. blanchetianum JMoricand the type of Aperostoma 
Troschel. 


PAPÜINA GARTNERIANA PFEIFFER 
By WILLIAM J. CLKXCII 

Thcre has been considcrable confusion concerning this as well 
as allied species from Northern Australia and the East Indics. 
In the same paper Pfeiffer described both Papuina garlncriana 
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and P. poirctiana from thc Cuming Collection, the formcr with thc 
locality unknown, and the lattcr as coining from Port Essington, 
Northern Territory, Aiistralia. According to J. C. Cox, P. 
gartneriana camc from Port Essington and P, poirctiana came 
from Night Island ofT thc northeastcrn Queensland coast. 

It woiild appear to be exccedingly doubtful if cithcr came from 
Port Essington. The figure of P. garineriana is probably over- 
drawn and may well rcprcsent a slightly malformed spccimen 
which had led Pfeiffer astray in his original diagnosis. 

Wc have spccimcns originally from J. C. Cox bcaring the name 
of poirctiana from Night Island and aspecimcn labclcd gartneriana 
from Northern Australia,’^ originally from Dohrn wlio had pur- 
chascd Pfeiffer’s Collection. Both thc specimens of Cox and 
Dohrn arc indistinguishable. 

Later, Tapparonc Canefri had listed gartneriana as a qucstioned 
synonymn of Papuina blamvillei Le Guillou from the Am Islands 
off the Southwest coast of New Guinea. Unfortunately subse- 
quent wTiters accepted this rclationship without question and the 
error has persisted. Papuina blainvillei and P, gartneriana are 
quite distinct. 

The following account is by John j\Iacgilli\Tay, Naturalist to 
the Expedition (Narrative of the Voyage of H. M. S. RattlcsnakCy 
1852, I, pp. 115-116) who had originally collected the shells that 
Pfeiffer described throiigh Cuming. 

‘^On September 8th [1848] we anchored to the westward of the 
North end of Night Island, a mile off shore, and remained there 
for the two succeeding days. This island is two miles in length, 
and a half a mile in breadth, surrounded by a narrow reef of dead 
coral and mild. . . . the place is denscly covered wdtli mangroves. 
A sandy portion, of about five acres in extent, is thickly covered 
with bushes and small trccs. . . . Even this small spot produced 
a fine white IlcliXy not found elsewhere, — it occurred on thc 
branches of the cotton trccs.”

In addition to Night Island, we possess three specimens of 
gartneriana collected by P. J. Darlington along Lankeil}" Creek, 
Mcihvraith Ranges, Cape York, Queensland. This mountain 
ränge parallels the coast a short distance inland opposite Night 
Island. This island is 13 miles north of Cape Sidmouth, Queens¬ 
land.
